REMARKS 



Claims 11,12, and 15, are pending. Claims 11,12, and 15 are rejected. 
Claim 1 1 is amended as suggested by the Examiner. Applicants believe no new 
matter is added by way of amendment. 

Applicants note that the Petition to Correct Inventorship under 37 C.F.R. 
1, 48(b), filed on July 31, 2002, has been accepted and entered. 

1. Rejection of Claims 11, 12. and 15. under 35 U.S.C. 112. Second Paragraph . 

The Examiner rejected Claims 11, 12, and 16, under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. As amended, Claim 11 recites the language suggested by the 
Examiner. Applicants believe that amended Claim 1 1 is now in allowable form as 
are Claims 12 and 15, which depend from Claim 1 1 . 

In view of the foregoing amendment, Applicants submit that the rejection of 
Claims 11. 12, and 15 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is overcome. 
Withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 
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Applicants' current response is believed to be a complete reply to all the 
outstanding issues of the latest Office Action. Further, the present response is a 
bona fide effort to place the application in condition for allowance or in better form 
for appeaL Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and 
passage of the amended claims to allowance at the earliest possible convenience. 
Should the Examiner deem allowance inappropriate at this time, Applicants 
respectfully request an interview be granted with the undersigned to consider any 
issues.
